Rrection, equipment, and operation of farm labor camps and supply centers for VFV, 


vacationists, migrants, foreign workers, public and private housing, health, 
medical, and recreational programs, sanitary inspections and requirements. 


The VFV program: Recruiting, transportation, placements, training, supervision, 

~ work accomplished, insurance protection, school approval and cooperation, 
educational and work experience values for youth, improvement of rural-urban 
reiationships; parents and educators! evaluation of VFV program. 


Local mobilization of emergency seasonal farm workers: organization, planning and 
development of campaign, operations, and results, community cooperation in 
appreciation of value of farm production in economic life of community, partici- 
pation of individuals and groups, achievements (success stories), day-haul 
groups, live-in groups, camp groups, church cooperation, farm work done by non- 
farm women-girls. 


Crop progress from planting through cultivation, harvesting, and processing; 
effect of weather and changes; emergencies. 


Recreational and community activities of workers Bogue in to help local people 
get the job done; community efforts to make the "Peel at home." 


Training of inexperienced workers by farmers, colleges and schools.
